CLEARFIELD AND DUBOIS. 


The statement of the assessed valua- 
tion of taxable property in Clearfield 
borough and DuBois city, together 
with the amount of taxes the citizens 
of each municipality pay, shows that 
Clearfield has an assessed valuation 
of about one hundred thousand dollars 
below that of DuBois, although the 
latter claims a population of almost 
twice that of Clearfield. 


It must be plain that the assess- 


ment in Clearfield is too high or that 
the assessment in 
DuBois is very 


much too low. A property owner does 
not object to a tax which is justly 
levied, but if he is compelled to pay 
more tax than another 
citizen, al- 


though both own the same class of 
property the taxpayer is likely to ob- 
ject. 
There is no justice in an as- 


sessment which demands the payment 
by the Clearfield citizen of more taxes 
than are paid by a citizen of DuBois. 


Wise men have attempted for years 


to bring about an equalization of tax- 
ation, without success. 
No system 


of assessing will be satisfactory un- 
less it is intelligently, justly and im- 
partially made, and it is impossible 
to expect such assessment so long as 
assessor without knowledge of real 
estate values are employed to do the 
work. 
The assessors in DuBois do 


not make a fair assessment, or else 
Clearfield real estate is far more valu- 
able than that in the town along the 
Low Grade division.

Can corn smut be controlled by treat- ' 
Ing the seed? 
It cannot. 
For the j 


most part, corn smut spores rest over ! 
the winter in the soil or In the manure j 
pile. Infection of the corn plant may I 
take place at any time during its life, 
although usually not until it has at- 
tained a height of two or three feet. 
Furthermore, infection may take place 
In any part of tho plant where there 
Is fresh growing tissue. 


Corn should never be planted on 


so^l that grew a smutted crop the pre- 
vious year. 
A one-year rotation la 


usually sufficient to destroy a large 
number of smut spores resting over In 
the soil. Remove and burn the smut- 
ted masses on the young plants, 
smut epores pass through the alimen- 
tary canal of stock without having 
their germinating power destroyed. 
This probably explains the fact that 
fields heavily manured often 
suffer 


more from corn smut than those 
lightly manured or not manured at all.

CLEARFIELD AND DUBOIS. 


The statement of the assessed valua- 
tion of taxable property in Clearfield 
borough and DuBois city, together 
with the amount of taxes the citizens 
of each municipality pay, shows that 
Clearfield has an assessed valuation 
of about one hundred thousand dollars 
below that of DuBois, although the 
latter claims a population of almost 
twice that of Clearfield. 


It must be plain that the assess- 


ment in Clearfield is too high or that 
the assessment in 
DuBois is very 


much too low. A property owner does 
not object to a tax which is justly 
levied, but if he is compelled to pay 
more tax than another 
citizen, al- 


though both own the same class of 
property the taxpayer is likely to ob- 
ject. 
There is no justice in an as- 


sessment which demands the payment 
by the Clearfield citizen of more taxes 
than are paid by a citizen of DuBois. 


Wise men have attempted for years 


to bring about an equalization of tax- 
ation, without success. 
No system 


of assessing will be satisfactory un- 
less it is intelligently, justly and im- 
partially made, and it is impossible 
to expect such assessment so long as 
assessor without knowledge of real 
estate values are employed to do the 
work. 
The assessors in DuBois do 


not make a fair assessment, or else 
Clearfield real estate is far more valu- 
able than that in the town along the 
Low Grade division.

Disease Cannot Be Restrained by 


Treating Seed—One-Year Rota-

Can corn smut be controlled by treat- ' 
Ing the seed? 
It cannot. 
For the j 


most part, corn smut spores rest over ! 
the winter in the soil or In the manure j 
pile. Infection of the corn plant may I 
take place at any time during its life, 
although usually not until it has at- 
tained a height of two or three feet. 
Furthermore, infection may take place 
In any part of tho plant where there 
Is fresh growing tissue. 


Corn should never be planted on 


so^l that grew a smutted crop the pre- 
vious year. 
A one-year rotation la 


usually sufficient to destroy a large 
number of smut spores resting over In 
the soil. Remove and burn the smut- 
ted masses on the young plants, 
smut epores pass through the alimen- 
tary canal of stock without having 
their germinating power destroyed. 
This probably explains the fact that 
fields heavily manured often 
suffer 


more from corn smut than those 
lightly manured or not manured at all.
